They Open Their Twenty-fourth Annual 
Reunion at the Lindell Hotel. 


DISTINGUISHED SURVIVORS OF AN ARMY 
THAT NEVER LOST A BATTLE. 


The Morning Session Presided Over by 
Gen. G. M. Dodge, With Maj.-Gen. 
Schofield and Other Famous Union 
Officers Present—Reports Read and 
Invitations Accepted—Progress of the 
Sherman Monument Fund—Programme 
of the Two Days’ Session. 


At 100’clock this morningthetwenty-fourth 
annual reunion of the Society of the Army of 
the Tennessee opened its first business ses- 
sion in the ladtes’ ordinary of the Lindell Ho- 
tel, with Gen. G. M. Dodge, President of the 
society, presiding, and about 150 members 
present, among whom were Gen. J. M. Scho- 
field, commanding the United States Army, 
and many other distinguished officers and 
ex-oflicers of the regular forces, The signal 
forthe meeting this morning was sounded 
by a cavalry bugler, who wore on the sleeves 
of his uniform overcoat the jdouble chevrons 
of a corporal, and who was stationed in the 
hallway between the ladies’ ordinary and 
the parior, where the gray-haired survivors 
of the Army of the Tennessee had already 
informally gathered. The ladies’ ordinary 
was decorated forthe occasion withthe na- 
tional colors and presenteda brililant ap- 
pearance. 

GEN. DODGRE'’S ADDRESS. 

The morning session was for the transac- 
tion of business. On callingit to order Gen, 
Dodge, the President, said: 

DEAR COMRADES—It gives me great pleas- 
ure to see sO many survivors ofthe Army of 
the Tennessesé present and in good health at 
this, the twenty-fourth annual reunion of 
the society. Since our last meeting it has 
been my duty to travel from the Pacific Coast 
to Russiaand return. During all my travels 
J found some members of this soclety or of 
the Army of the Tennessee to bid me welcome

wherever Imight chance tobe, in Norway, 
Sweden, Russia and elsewhere.

RACE TRACK TRAGEDY. 


Col. *ack Chinn,the East Side Starter, 


Ehct by a Track Policeman. 


Col. Jack Chinn, the famousturfman, was 
shot yesterday afternoon at the East St. Louls 
race track by Capt. Anthony ofthe track po- 
lice force. The shooting wasdone by the 
policeman while Col. Chinn was making a 
murderous assault with a dirk knife on Capt. 
Sinclair, the Secretary of the racing associa- 
tion. The shooting occurred iu the 
bar beneath the grandstand. Col. 
Chinn was adding to an already 
superfinous load of liquor when Capt. Sin- 
clair stepped outofhis office and, handing 
him an envelope, stated thatit was a notice 
that his services as starter would be no 
longer required by the East Side Racing 
Assoclation, 

**No man can discharge me!’’ cried the in- 
furiated turfman, atthe same time seizing 
Sinclair by the overcoat. His other hand 
went down into his pocket, bringing out a 
bone-handled object. It wasa spring dirk, 
and suddeniy a keen steel biade six inches 
iong sprung irom it. He made a 
murderous lunge at Sinclair, but 
the latter agdodged him. Then Capt. 
Anthony stepped up and putting his revolver 
to chinn’s mouth, fred. Theturfman fell to 
the ground unconscious. Anthony shot to 
Kill, but the bullet escaped the spinal cord 
and lodged in the muscles at the back 
or Chinn’s neck. He recovered shortly 
and was taken to the station, where a charge 
ofassault to kill was preferred against him, 
atter which he was removed to St. Mary’s 
liospital. The bullet was extracted and his 

ition pronounced not critical. 

The shooting yesterday Is the outcome of 
Col. Chinn’s indignation over the removal of 
his son, Kilt, Irom the starter’s position at 
the track acrossthe river. Col. Chinn had 
been enyaged to dothe sturting at the East 
“ide track, but when Corrlgan wanted a 
Starter at his Hawthorne track he. obtained 
Col. Chinn’s services through the influence 
ofJoe Uliman. Corrigan paid Col. Chinn $100 
and gave him $50 extrato pay a man to do 
t\ité Starting at East Side for him. He put his 
son kitinthe place. The young man gave 
satisfaction up to a week ago 
when the bookmaKFers complained that the 
favorites were winning too often. Last Sat- 
urday Kit gave a favorite a lead In the iast 
race. ‘ihe officials at once telegraphed to 
(ol. Chinn to come cown and attend to 
mutters. Kit went to take his father’s 
place at Chicago and the Colonei came down 
with blood in hiseye. Whenhe reached the 
track onday he was violent in his abuse of 
everybody. He had a stormy interview with 
Capt. Sinclair tn which he warned that 
gentieman to look out for himself, and Sin- 
cialr said he would be prepared. Yesterday 
the officials did not think Chinn would be in 
condition to officiate, and engaged Richard 
lywyer, the Madison starter, to handle the 
flay. col. Chinnarrived as the horses went

CATHOLIC CONGRESS 


Conference of Archbishops Discussing 
Grave Subjects. 


A REPRESENTATIVE BODY OF THE 
CHURCH’S DIGNITARIES. 


Delegate Present From the Holy See— 
Cardinal Gibbons Presiding—Subjects 
of Vital Importance to*Be Discussed— 
The School Question ‘a Leading Topic— 
Sketches of the Prelatss. 


New YOrK, Nov. 16.—In the marble palace 
of Archbishop Corrigan, on Madison avenue, 
there is progressing a conference which may 
have resuits of far-reaching character. 
Catholic archbishops are conferring upon 
subjects of grave importance, not alone to 
their own followers, but to the people at 
large. It goes without the saying thatthe 
conclave is hedged about with privacy and 
the avenues of public information are few. 

Cardinal Gibbons is saidtobe presiding 
and the occasion gains unusual interest from 
the presence of Archbishop Satolll, the 
Pope’s delegate tothis country. Archbishop 
Ireland of St. Paul is present, and it Is 
thought that he will meet all inquiries from 
any source rolative to his views on the 
American school question. The educational 
question is being thoroughly considered by 
the conference. Among other matters itis 
understood that the convention will be afked 
by Archbishop Katzer of Milwaukee accu- 
rately to definethe term ‘‘secret society.’’ 
This request is in deference tothe wishes of 
the German Catholics of the West, and is 
said to have in view the Knights of Pythias, 
United Workmen and other societies without 


spiritual direction, which have profited by 
the liberality of the church, while in conse- 
quence of this liberality the benevolent socie- 
ties which have placed themselves under the 
direction of the church have not prospered 
to a corresponging degree.

Archbishop Corrigan is acting as secretary 
to the conference. 

THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 

Touching the school question as it comes up 
in to-day’s conference, the Pope’s decree has 
practically settled the local question as to 
the Faribault plan and consequently the con- 
ference willnot waste any time onthataspect 
ofthe case. Itisalsoasserted that the Mc- 
Glynn case Wlil not be considered by the 
archbishops. Qne of the main topics 
considered wil! be the relations of 
the State to the appolntment of 
teachers in the parochial schools, as an in- 
cident inthe general topic of the enlarge- 
ment of the numerous scope of such institu- 
tions. The practice of removing all sacred 
pictures and emblems from the school-rooms 
underacompromise plan of education will 
be another probable difficulty to be solved by 
some general rule. As the outcome.of the 
conferences these results may be obtained: 

1 Autonomy i of the denominational 
schools, that !Is, the establishment of the 
right to choose thelrown teachers, but only 
among those who have qualified before a 
State or mixed board. 

2. The opening ofthe doors of the school 
room to ecclesiastical and secular inspectors. 

3. Establishing the right of municipal offi- 
cers to examine the schools in secular 
branches. 

4. ‘The support of the schools by the civil 
power and payment of the teachers by it, or 
atleast contribution for the purpose of an 
amount corresponding to the school tax paid 
by the parents of the pupils. Only on these 
conditions, it is expected, will the 
majority of the archbishops entertaina prop- 
osition to accept State aid. They will simply 
askso much per capita allowance for the 
children in the State-assisted schools, and in 
return will concede the right of the State to 
examine the pupils and teachers in secular 
branches and will pay for instruction given 
in purely secular directions. Archbishops 
Feehan, Katzer and Ireland will be the prin- 
cipal speakers on this theme. 

The archbishops willalso touch upon the 
subject of how best to promote the well-be.- 
ing and interests of the Catholic University 
in Washington. 

The conference is held in the library on the 
second floor of the palace. ‘ihe Archbishops 
present werethe Most Rev. W. H. Elder of 
Oincinnati, the Most Kev. P. A. Feehan 
of Chicago; the Most Rev. W. H. Gross of 
Oregon; the Most Rev. John Ireland of St. 
Paul; the Most Rev. Francis Jans- 
sens of New Orleans; the Most Rev. 
Patrick Riordan of San Francisco, 
and the Most Rev. og ; Ryan 
of Philadelphia. Archhop Salpointe 
of Santa Fe was represented by 
Bishop Chapelle of New Mexico, and the ven- 
erable Archbishop Kenrick of St. Louls by 
Vicar-General Brady of that dlocese. 

As to the points presented to the Arch- 
episcopal conclave, Manager Satolli Is re- 
ported as saying thatthe school question 
would bethe first subject considered and 
acted upon this morning. Mgr. Satolll does 
not preside at the conclave, since the ques- 
tions affects only the local American church 
and not the church universal. Hente he

FINANCIAL AID FOR UNION THEOLOGICAL SEM- 
INARY. 


New York, Nov. 16.—The opponents of the 
Rev. Dr. Briggs have recently maintained 
thatthe split between the Union Theological 
Seminary andthe Presbyterian General As- 
sembly, which practically was brought 
about on his account, would result in great 
pecuniary loss to the seminary. This 
position has been strongly denied 
before, but now the supporters 


of the seminary prove their point by the pub- 
lication of a letter signed by four generous 
members of the Board of Directors. The 
sig ers of the Jetter, Which was at once an 
ex sion of confidence and a contribution 
of $1,.,000, were John Crosby Brown, W. KE. 
Dodge, D. Willis James and Morris K. Jes- 
sup. Mir. James gave $100,000 of 
the amount named, and Messrs. 
Jessup, Brown and Dodge gave 
$25,000 each. Another gentieman, whose 
name is not yet announced, has promised, it 
is said, another $25,009, which will bring the 
entire donation up to an even $200,000. The 
money will complete the endowment ofthe 
professorship funds ana the two fellowships 
and will still leave $100,000to goto general 
fund. It places the institution in such a 
position that there will be no annual deficit. 
THE SMITH TRIAL. 

CINCINNATI, O., Nov. 16.—When the hour

There is a general 
misunderstanding about the purposes of the 
association. It does hot hold up the 
prices of drugs generally, only 
patent medicines. Other drugs each 
druggist sells at his own price. Only a few 
druygists in St. Louis are out of the combina- 
tion and they get their patent medicines 
surreptitiously, sometimes having a supply 
on hand and sometimes having none.’’ ; 

Another druggist said: *‘Keeping up prices 
on patent medicines is a protectiun tothe 
people who buy them. When dealers are 
cutting prices, they resort to all 
of tricks to satisfy the cus- 
tomer and yet lose no money; and 
the buyer is lucky, if he gets whathe thinks 
he ts getting. The druggist makes little on 
patent medicines at their highest price. 
‘They haveto pay $8 and $3.50 a dozen for 
medicines that sellat $la bottle. The manu- 
facturers do not make @s Much as this figure 
indicates, They spend anenormous amount 
of money for advertising. I sheuld say that 
the newspapers get Most ofthe money there 
is in patent medicines.’’

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CONVICTS 
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MUTINY. 


Formidable Uprising in a Spanish Penal 
Institution. 


NINE OF THE RINGLEADERS SHOT BY 
THE GUARDS. 


Desperate Hand -to- Hand Encounter 
Within the Prison Inclosure-—The Des- 
peradoes Overpowered and Driven to 
Their Cells—Masked Men Raid a Eank 
—General Criminal News. - 


MADRID, Nov. 16.—During the past year 
several outbreaks amongconvicts have oc- 
curred in prisons in various parts of the 
country. To-day the most serious of all the 
series occurred in the prison at Tarragona, 
and nine of the convicts were killed. The 
convicts have been dissatisfied with their 
treatment jo some time and formed a plan 
for a géneral jail delivery, Ordinary 
convicts in Spanish prisons are allowed 
considerable freedom within the walls, and 
this practice allowed them in this caseto 
carry their plan out. Shortly after the pris- 
oners were released from thelr cells this 
morning they mutinied. At a signal from 
their leaders they sprang upon the 
warders, and the latter, taken 
completely by surprise, were soon 
overpowered. The convicts then had 
full possession of the prison with the ex- 
ception of the quarters occupled by the Gov- 
ernor. Before they could secure the keys 
that would give them their freedom the Gov- 
ernor sentan urgent appeal for aid to the 
military authorities, who promptiy § re- 
sponded by sendinga detachment of troops 
to the scene. When the _ soldiers ar- 
rived they found a majority of 
the convicts afsembled in the court yard. 
The commander of the troops called upon 
the prisoners to return to their cells, but he 
was greeted with oaths and derisive yells. 
Again he ordered them to go back. The con- 
victs, whohad armed themselves with all 
manner of things that could be used 
as weapons, again refused to vubey, 
and in a body advanced upon 
the soldiers, their enraged faces showing 
that they meant mischief. The rifies of the 
soldiers were loaded with ball cartridges, 
andas the convicts moved g@owards them 
orders were rapidly giventhemtcfire. The 
order was Obeyed. Before the smoke had 
cleared away the convicts were upon 
the soidiers and a desperate band-to-hand 
fight followed. The convicts sought to wrest 
the weapons from the soldiers, butin this 
they were not successful. If they had been 
they probably would have driven the troops 
off and made their escape. Acting under 
orders from their -commanders some 
of the soldiers retreated from 
the struggling, yelling mass of 
humanity and reloaded their guns. Then, 
awaiting an opportunity when there was no 
danger of hitting a comrade, they wouid fire 
upon the convicts. A perfect pandemonium 
reigned for thetime, but finally most of the 
convicts were overpowered and driven, 
still cursing, back to i their cells. 
Nine of the mutineers, however, had 
been shot dead and sixteen others 
were seriously wounded. The affair has 
caused great exclitemeiut.in thecity, and it is 
demanded that the privileges of the con- 
victs be curtaliec. While the fight was pro- 
ceeding withinthe walls aciose watch was 
kept by the police onthe outside, and it was 
found thatthe convicts had made arrange- 
ments to receive aid In their attempt to gain 
their freedom. Aclose investigation will be 
made into the causes that led to the mutiny.

THE GARVIN MURDER CASE ON TRIAL IN PITTS- 
BURG. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Nov. 16.—The Garvin mur- 
der trial occupied the attention of the Criml- 
nal Court again to-day. ‘his morning’s ses- 
sion was taken up by Thomas Marshall, Jr., 
in the opening address to the jury for the de- 
fense. The attorney for the Commonwealth, 
the closing address by the de- 
fense and the Judge’s charge to the 
jury will probably occupy the timeof the 
court this afternoon and it is now thought 
thata verdict will be rendered to-day. The 
case of Sylvester Critchlow, one of the Home- 
stead rioters, on the charge of murder, will 
not come before the court until the verdict 
inthe Garven case is rendered. Critchlow, 
the striker, is entitled to seiecta jury trom 
the full panel, and therefore tlis trial must 
be first ended.

MONTREAL, Nov. 16.—A. Filictrault, propri- 
etor of the Canada ferue, which was recently 
placed under ban by Archbighop Fabre, has 
been arrested ona charge of criminal libel, 
made against him by the Abbe Balllarge of 
Joliett. The Abbe Balillarge is a professor in 
Joilett College, and seemed to take s@cial 
exception to an articie which appeared in 
the Canada Revue two weeks ago. This arti- 
cle was signed by Filictrault himself, and 
stated that Balillarge had a mania to write in 
a language thatresembleda great deal the Al- 
gonquin language, and that he was not an 
ordinary imbecile, but a whole asylum in 
himself,

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PECULIAR TRANSACTIONS IN STATE 
SCRIP REVEALED. 


Report of the Special Master in Chancery 
Unoovers Additional Liabilities—Book- 
keeper Bay Assisting the Prosecution 
~—Bondsmen Liable for the Full 
Amount—A Sensational Case. 


LiIvTtLe Rook, Ark., Nov. 16.—Thomas H. 
Simms, Special Master tn Chancery, filea his 
report in the Chancery Court this morning in 
the case of the State against the bondsmen 
of ex-State Treasurer Woodruff. The re- 
port contains overe »l,000 pages ’ of 
typewritten matter and covers’ the 
entire ground. Woodruff’s shortage 
according to previous investigation, was 
fixed at about $93,000. The reportw,of the 
Master in Chancery increases this amount by 
$48,857. It was 10 o’clock when Simms and 
Messrs. Shoppack and Whiting, the two ex- 
pert accountants who assisted him In the In- 
Vestigation, entered the court-room, Only 
@ few persons were present, nearly 
all of whom were prominent members ot 
the bar. Mr. Simms gavea verbal report of 
his work, which was interesting, and con- 
tained much startling information. The 
hours were consumed in presenting to the 
court the synopsis of his labors, which 
covers a period of three months. He 
explained casesin which Woodruf had re- 
ceived credit for certain scrips and again 
presented such securities, demanding credit 
in currency forthem. He reviewed the testi- 
mony of James L. Bay, Maj. Woodruft’s 
private bookkeeper, in which the latter re- 
lated the details of a , certain 
scrip transaction which refiécts§ sée- 
riously upon the honesty of the 
Gefaulting ex-Treasurer. It “was the most 
startling feature of the report. 

It appears from the evidence that Woodruff 
gave to Bay, about a year ago, several thous- 
and dollars in scripto be sold for him. The 
market price of the scrip was 9% cents, 
face and. interest, yet Mr. Ray 
sold ft for 75cents. A broker by the name of 
Spears purchased it. He suspected that 
something was wrong about the scrip, and 
before he paid the money to Bay he ob- 
tained a written certificate from Woodruff, 
through Bay, guaranteeing his right to dis- 
pose of the securities. In authorizing 
he sale Bay swears that Woodruff asked him 
to request the purchaser not to pjAce it upon 
the market before the expiration ofa year. 

‘‘lamin the throes of trouble,’’ Wood- 
ruff said. yp | assured my bonds- 
man I turned over to them all 
the ty pohly Ihadin the world, and if they 
find out lam holding out this scrip on them, 
they will drop me like a hot potato.’’ 

On theother hand, when Woodruff was 
confronted with the testimony, the Special 
Master saia he repudiated his signature 
to the paper given to spears and denied 
having been connected with any such trans- 
action. Mr. Simms says there is no doubt 
whatever, but the testimony given by bay is 
correct in every detall.

According to this report the sureties on 
Woodruft’s bond during his second, fourth 
and fifth terms will be required to pay this 
edditional deficit of $43,857. In making his 
report Mr. Simms, who has been a lifelong 
friend of . Woodruff, was much over- 
come. In Concluding his remarks he said: 

**As God is my judge there is not enough 
money in Arkansas to induce me to a 3 what 
I have said about Maj.

PUT THE SPRINGER BILLS THROUGH. 

To account for the inability of American 
manufacturers to get into foreign markets 
the absurd plea has been made that high 
wages have so added to the cost of pro- 
duction that American goods could not be 
profitably sold in open market against 
foreign competitors. 

The real reason, which has been thor- 
oughly understood all along, but carefully 
concealed, is that raw muterials have been 
made socostly by tariff duties that the 
manufactured articles could not be pro- 
duced fora price as lowas the foreign 
goods. When these duties are removed 
there will be nothing in the way of Ameri- 
can commercial supremacy. And once 
this isdone there will be no excuse for 
prohibitory duties on the finished product. 
These can be reduced to a revenue basis 
without causing any disturbance either to 
the wages of laboror to the employers’ 
reasonable profit. 

A good entering wedge is found in the 
group of bills introduced by Mr. Springer 
at the last session and which were pigeon- 
holed by the Republican Senate. These 
provide for the abolition of duties on a 
number of raw materials and can be rein- 
troduced without modification if no action 
is taken upon them this winter. 

Chief of these is the free-wool bill, 
which would immediately confer an enor- 
mous advantage upon the American man- 
ufacturer and at the same time make it im- 
possible for shoddy stuff to hold its own 
against honest woolens. If this bill is 
passed it will encourage the woolen in- 
dustry, create a demand for labor and free 
one branch of American energy from the 
fetters which have so long paralyzed it 
and prevented its exercise.

ABROAD AND AT HOME. 


‘*Every heart knoweth its own sor- 
rows,’’ and so does every nation. There 
has been much just complaint in this coun- 
try over the waste of the public funds and 
the exactions of the tariff. But, compared 
with other nations, we are still a blest 
people. 

France has recently been shocked by a 
bomb explosion which killed a number of 
persons, and is constantly threatened by 
the activity and repeated violence of 
anarchists. There is great and growing 
dissatisfaction in Germany over the pro- 
posed army bill, which involves an in- 
crease Of an already oppressive taxa- 
tion. All classes in England are 
dissatisfied. The farmers are moving for 
a reduction of rents and the elimination 
from their leases of certain restrictions in 
regard to the number of cattle they may 
graze and the disposition they may make 
of theirstraw and hay. They declare they 
can not compete in the production of grain 
with this country and pay the high rents 
exacted from them, whilein the manu- 
ufacturing districts there is great distress. 
The army of unemployed in London are 
holding meetings and clamoring savagely 
for relief. The immense gathering on 
Trafalgar Square the other day was sig- 
nificant. The crowd surged to and fro 
about the stands where inflammatory ora- 
tors addressed them. The air was filled 
with the clamors of the hungry, and a 
looker-on might well have asked with the 
boatswain in The Tempest, ‘‘What care 
these roarers for the name of King?’’ 

Amid all this our country is prosperous 
and we have reason to hope that it will be- 
come even more prosperous under the ap- 
proaching Democratic administration. 
There will be more rigid economy in 
public expenditures and a decided reduc- 
tion of taxation effected by reform tariff 
legislation. It will become even a more 
inviting field for the investment of foreign 
capital; the distribution of the cost of 
Government will be more wisely adjusted 
and better recompense afforded to the 
toilers in all departments of industry by 
the extension of our markets and the 
broadening of our commerce. Both the 
capitalist and the laborer have a more 
cheering and encouraging prospect. With 
grateful hearts we may all join in the 
chorus of ‘‘Hail Columbia, Happy Land,’’ 
and sing new praises to. the star spangled 
banner.

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DISTURBING BUSINESS. 


The protest against an extra session on 
the ground that business interests will suf- 
fer from a too sudden change of tariff, ig- 
nores the greater injury resulting from 
protracted suspense and uncertainty re- 
specting the impending changes. The 
longer action is postponed the more busi- 
ness will be affected by free trade buga- 
boos in the minds of timid and pessimistic 
business men. 

The protected concerns know now that 
they are likely to be deprived of a. large 
slice of unearned profits, but the sooner 
the tariff is reformed the sooner they will 
learn that the real prosperity of nation or 
individual will not be diminished by a 
proper reduction of tariff duties. On the 
contrary, those interests which have any 
right to live can get along better without 


governmental assistance, because the cost 


by the change of policy. Thedifference, 
however, is essential. Under high pro- 
tection their profits have been unearned. 
In future they will come as an honest con- 
sequence of enterprise and ingenuity. 

No matter how soonthe change comes 
business will not be disturbed. The same 
dire predictions were made in England 
during Cobden’s agitation fora reduction 
of the high tariff of Great Britain, but 
they were falsified by the event and En- 
gland has since led the commercial world, 
The same consequences willas inevitably 
flow from a similar policy in this country. 


——— 
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MR. CLEVELAND is never very success- 
ful as a humorist, but he may be forgiven 
his alleged funny efforts for the sake of 
the good sense which always crops out in 
spite of the solemn fun. In his talk to the 
New York Chamber of Commerce last 
night he again uttered something worth 
thinking about. 

It comes to this, we are all interested as 
Americans inacommon pursuit. Our pur- 
pose is,or ought to be,in our several spheres, 
toadd tothe genera! fund of national pros- 
perity. From this fund we are all entitled to 
draw, perhaps not equally, but justly, each 
receiving a fair portionof individual pros- 
perity. Let us avoid trampling on each other 
in ouranxilety tobe first inthe distribution 
of shares, and letus notattempt to appro- 
priate the share of others. 

This is good Democratic doctrine, such 
as we are accustomed to from him, and is 
a direct rebuke to those who are too care- 
ful of special interests. As American citi- 
zens we should hold the general interests 
paramount. In this passage Mr. Cleve- 
land sums up the whole argument of the 
masses against the classes, of the people

The people have now again demanded the 
relief more imperatively than before. 

If the Republican Senate is wisely and pa- 
triotically disposed it will pass this winter 
the remedial measures which the House 
passed last year. 

If the Senate plays Bourbon and refuses, it 
may become the duty of President Cleveland 
tocall Congress together in extra session 
next spring to carry out the command of the 
people. It is not right or fair that the 
country should be made to walt thirteen 
months for the execution of its command 
twice given. 

The extra session, if one is called, will 
naturally not attempt the full work of revis- 
ing the tariff. That will require careful study 
and much deliberation, in order that no in- 
terest of the people may be hurt through ii1- 
judged changes.

But at the extra session the Federal elec- 
tion law under which John I.Davenport does 
his mischievous work should be repealed, the 
remedial tariff measure passed by the House 
last winter should be made laws, and a com- 
mittee should be appointed to consider with 
due deliberation the details of the tariff re- 
form to be wrought at the regular session.

A WRIT AGAINST AUDITOR BROWN RE- 
TURNABLE DEC. 6. 


The City Employe Who Refused to Be De- 
Posed by the Charity Commissioners 
Asks the Courts to Force the Payment 
of His Wages—City Counselor Mar- 
shall’s Oad Position—Court News. 


Joseph P. Gallacher, Superintendent of the 
Poor-house, has at last concluded to work no 
longer without pay, and accordingly his at- 
torneys, Judge Geo. W. Anderson and 
John B. Dempsey, filed mandamus 
proceedings in the Circuit Court 
this morning against City Auditor Brown. 
The matter was sentto Court-room No. 8, 
and after the petition had been presented by 
' Attorney Dempsey, Judge Edwards ordered 
the writ of mandamus to Issue, returnable to 
the court on Dec. 5 next. 

In his application for the writ Gallagher 
states that he was appointed Superintendent/ 
of the Poor-house by Mayor Noonan on March 
10, 1891, and was confirmed by the City 
Council on March 146 following, on 
which day he claims to have also 
filed his bond and duly qualified in the City 
Register’s office. On March 19 he entered 
upon his duties as Superintendent and 
alleges that he is still acting in 
that capacity. On Sept. 1 last 
he requested City Auditor Brown, he claims, 
to issue him a warrant on the City Treasurer 
for $125, the amountof his salary for the 
month of August. The City Auditor there- 
upon offered him one for $88.71, the amount 
of his salary up to Aug. 22, 1892, which Galla- 
gher claims he refused. 

On Oct. 1 and again on Nov. 1 last he de- 
manded warrants for his month’s salary, 
which were duly refused by the Auditor. He 
therefore prays the Courtto issue a writ of 
mandamus against the Oity Auditor and com- 
pel him to show cause why he withholds the 
above warrants. 

This controversy is the outgrowth of the 
removal of Gallagher from the position of 
Buperintendenat of the Poor-house by the 
Board of Charity Commissioners in August 
last. Gallagher refused to recognize the au- 
thority of the Charity, Commissioners and 
he was backed up by Mayor Noonan, who ob- 
, tained an opinion from City Counselor Mar- 

that Gallagher had been il- 
removed, inasmuch as no for- 
were preferred against 
had not been = given 
**a fair, Just and impartial hearing’’ as pro- 
vided for inthecity ordinance. The Board 
of Charity Commissioners claimed that they 
were not controlled by the provisions of the 
city ordinance butobtained their power to 
remove directly from the charter, where 
nothing is said of ‘‘preferring charges’’ 
and giving the accuseda reguiartrial. They 
contended that this would be 
absurd, inaemuchas the board would first 
have to prefer charges and then place them- 
selves in the ridiculous attitude of judges to 
try them. The City Counselor’s opinion, 
they claim, was obtained by request and will 
not stand ina court of justice. 

As Mayor Noonan refused to appoint a 
successor or recognize inany way the action 
of the Board of Charity Commissioners, they 
notified the City Comptroller, City Auditor 
and Health Commissioner of thelr proceed- 
ings and the action they had taken. The City 
Auditor thereupon refused to recognize Gal- 
laxher as the Superintendent of the Poor- 
house after Aug. 22- Iast, and has 
since persistently refused to pay 
bim hts salary. This application 
of Gallagher places the matter just 
where the Board of Charity Commissioners 
Wished it, and Judge Edwards wiil now be 
called on to pass upon the legality of thelr 
proceedings and the exact status of Mr. 
Gallagher. 

The opinion will be valuable, as the board 
contemplates the investigation of se7eral 
other institutions where gross irregularities 
gre alleged, and they want their powers judl- 
Clally defined. 

A peculiar phase of the case is the relation 
which City Counselor Marshall bears to the 
parties inthe sult. He has already given his 
opinion oficialiy to the Mayor that Gallagher 
Was illegally removed, and as under ordinary 
circumstances he would be called upon to 
Gefend any action brought against the City 
Auditor it would be his duty to actas counsel 
in thiscase. Yet considering the above facts 
it seems at least very inconsistent that he 
should grt in this instance.

SHARP PRACTICE. 


A Jeweler Makes a Preferred Creditor of 
His Uncle. 


CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 16.—The creditors of 
J.O. Conrad, the wholesale jeweler doing 
business under the name of the Chandler 
Co., werejconsiderably surprisedlyesterday to 
learn that over $40,000 worth of jewelry had 
been taken from his stock, boxed up and 
shipped out of the city Monday few hours 
before he made his assignment. When the 


deed of assignment was filed In the Probate 
Court, Mr. (onrad madethe statement that 
his liabilities were $90,000 and that the total 
amount of his assets will be $60,000. 

When Assignee Sigler took charge offthe 
stock he was surprised to find that it con- 
sisted only of the heavier kinc of jewelry and 
that altogether not more than $15,000 worth 
of jewelry was visible. He began an investi- 
gation, and learned that on Monday morring 
Mr. Conrad packed the cream of his stock 
into five large trunks and shipped them to 
Erie, Pa. The contents were worth $40,000. 
The trunks were preceded by a telegram to 
J. M. Conrad, an uncleof J. O. Conrad, ask- 
ing him toattach the trunks as soon as they 
reached there. Itissaid J. O. Conrad owed 
his uncle $16,000 and accrued interest. He 
borrowed this sum when he bought the stock 
from J. M. Chanaler, who failed four or five 
yearsago. The trunks and their contents 
weréeattached by the Erie uncle, and they

Master Workman Powderly’s Address 
Before the Knights of Labor. 


WHO CANNOT READ BALLOTS 
SHOULD NOT CAST THEM. 


MEN 


The Labor Leader Says That if Women 
Are Denisd Suffrage There Is No Rea- 
son for Granting It to Illiterate Men— 
Immigration Should Be Restricted— 
Knights of Labor Proceedings. 


A weneral desire to get through the work in 
hand as quickly as possible prevails among 
the delegates tothe convention of the Gen- 
eral Assembly Knights of Labor. Last night 
committees were in sessionat the Laclede 
Tiotel as late as 12 o’clock, and this morning 
at 8 Knights were in the lobby ready for 
work, though looking tired after the labors 
of yesterday. General Master Workman 
Powderly says be hopes the convention may 


be able to adjourn by next Saturday night, | 


probable that his 
hope will be realized. As a rule 
the conventions last nrore than a 
week, and thistime there are so many im- 
portant matters to be discussed and thus far 
So little real progress has been made that the 
body will scarcely succeed in finishing up its 


work before next week. 

The dispositionto keep the names ofthe 
Gelegates to the convention out of the papers 
as much as possible prevails as at former as- 
sembiies of the body, thoughin a lesser de- 
gree. In past yearsa large number of del- 
egates attended the convention without the 
knowledge of their employers, and didnot 
want publicity civen to their presence for fear 
of losing their positions. Now, however, 
employers are more disposed to accede the 
right of Knights of Labor to pay attention to 
their duties as members of the organization 
and comparatively fewer ‘‘emergency’’ ex- 
cuses have been given this year. There 
are some, though, who adhere to 
secrecy, and these find reporters 
who will get hold of names 
asource of considerable annoyance. This 
recalls the story of Tom Magulire’s mysteri- 
ous disappearance from New York during 
the St. Louls strikes of 1855. Magulre was 
thenasnow a Dig maninthe organization 
and wasamember of D. A. 490f New York. 
lie came to St. Louls to take part in the labor 
struggle and became prominent here as Tom 
Brown. He took such an active part that tIn- 
terviews with ‘‘Tom Brown of New York’’ 
were constantly being published in the pa- 
pers, aad allithe while the New York papers 
were iscussing the sudden  disappear- 
ance of the well-known labor organizer 
Tom Maguire, and. endeavoring to ‘unravel 
the mystery. Finally the Post-DIsSPpaTcu 
discovered Tom Brown’s identity and pub- 
lished a long and amusing account of the 
episode. Mr. Maguire is here again this 
year, but makes no bones of the fact.

Telegrams of congratulation were read

W. J. Bishop, Secretary of the Massachu- 
.Setts State Assembiy, kh. of L., distributed a 
circular urging the Knights to select Boston 
asthe next place of meeting. The circular 
states that the bitterest enemies of the 
Knights of Labor reside in Boston, and 
thatsnost of the schemes toexcite and keep 
alive dissensions amongthe various branches 
-oforganized labor havetheir origin there. 
The presence of the General Assembly, Mr. 
Bishop argued, would serve to encourage the 
local knights at the Hubto be steadtast to 
their duty as members of the order. 

This morning the canvention met at 9 
o'clock. 

POWDERLY’S ANNUAL ADDRESS. ' 
Gerieral Master Workman T. V. Powder! 
read his atjnual address to the General As- 
sembly. The following are excerpts from 

the lengthy document: 

‘*The Representatives who are assembled 
at tifls the sixteenth regular session of the 
General Assembly of the Knights of Labor 
have as great and as weighty a responsibility 
resting upon them as was borne by their 

redecessors. Itis true that public atten- 
ion has not been directed toward this meet- 
ing as it was toward others in the past, but 
tnat we have as momentous issues to face 
and as dificult problemsto solve as any of 
them is patent to all who have given the 
present conaition of industry and society the 
attention it deserves. 

**The Jast General Assembly ordered the 
appointment of a Committee on Constitu- 
tion. The directions were to preparea con- 
stitution which would not have so many rep- 
etitionsand conflicting clauses. On exam- 
ining the constitution it will be seen that 
there are not somany sections or clauses 
which conflict, and, knowing the origin or all 
of them, your General Master Workman felt 
that it would be dangerous to remove any of 
them without theaction of this body. My 
recommendation is that we resolve ourselves 
intoja committee of the whole on the consti- 
tution for at least two days, have the instru- 
ment read fromendto endand then elimt- 
mate such portions as —“y! be disposed of. 
Inthis connection Ibeg leave to say that 
there should be but one law for the guidance 
of all local assembDiles.’’ 

General Master Workman Powderly, re- 
ferring to the existence in ‘the labor move- 
mentofa hundred and one accident, sick- 
ness and life insurance associations, said 
that while it was true that many of these 
were swindling concerns pure and simple 
it was none the less true that

biscussing the subject of immigration the 
the General Master Workman said: ‘‘Your 
General Master Workman has no hesitation 
in saying that he favors the total exclusion 
ofallimmigrants who are not self-sustain- 
ing on landing in this country. He would fix 
a term of years—ten would be long enouch— 
during which time no immigrant should be 
permitted to land, with a view to remaining, 
unless he could prove that he had sufficient 
means to sustain himself and _ those 
depending on him for ohe year, 
I have repeatedly said that it is not tothe in- 
terest of the immigrant or those who pre- 
ceded him to land him here without money, 
without friends and withouta knowledge of 
the conditions which he must face in his 
strugwle for bread. It is not because he can- 
not earn a livelihood in his own land that the 
foreigner comes fhere—it is because the in- 
stitutions of greed are of older growth over 
there and have taken deeper root. It is their 
right, nay, itistheir duty to remain on that 
soll, redeem it from the twin ‘evils of land- 
lordism and kingcraft and take the fruits of 
the earth for themselves and their families. 
THE LABOR TROUBLES, ° 

‘*During the last six monthsthe people of 
this land have witnessed such attempts at 
making the power of aggrevated wealth su- 
preme as were never dreamt of before, 
Whether it be at Coeur d’Alene, at Home- 
stead, at Buffalo or in Tennessee, the instinct 
which guided the rapacious hand was the 
same. The underground wire which 
directed the attack ran to the same center 
from allofthese places. Centraitized wealth 
drew the scattering fire ot divided labor, and 
as a natural resuit labor lostin each battle. 
If the lessons are carefully taken to heart, 
the sacrifices may not bein vain. The battle 
of the future must be fought outon alfferent 
lines from those which marked the shifting 
rogress of the past. These» lines must 
diverge from and center at the ballot-box.

It was also recommended that an Iinvesti- 
gation be made into the reports that in Ca- 
nadian provinces the law, rendering employ- 
ers responsible for. accidents to their em- 
ployes was ignored.

A report has just been published of the 
work done in Germany by the Social Demo- 
crats.

Turfmen Still Talking About the Great 
Auction. 


DON ALONZO AND HIS RICH STAKE EN- 
TRIES NEXT YEAR. 


Yorkville Belie as a Handicap Horse—Lo- 
cal Thanksgiving Day Foot-ball Match 
—Peter Jackson on Actor-Pugiliste— 
Ring and Turf Gossip—The Magnates’ 
Meeting—General Sporting News. 


The sale of the Ehret stables continues to 
be the chief subject of conversation among 
turfmen. The general opinion was that the 
horses brought just about what they were 
worth. There were some exceptions, how- 
ever. Don Alonzo brought only $30,000. 
Many of the turfmen thought that was a poor 
price, and expected him to bring at least 
$35,000, if not $40,000. A g0008 38- 
year-old can win a barrel of money 
in these days, and consequently 
itissurprising that Don Alonzo wentat so 
jlowa figure. Practically speaking he was 
the champion 2-year-old of this year. Itis 
“Goubtful whether he Is the equal of Morello, 
but as Morello is not entered in the rich 
stakes offered by the jockey clubs under 
the rule of the Board of Control, he 
looksto haveon his formthis year most of 


these stakes at his mercy. 
Heis entered in the American Derby and 
the Sheridan Stakes, offered by the Washing- 
ton Park Clubat Chicago. These two stakes 
mreto be the features of racing at Chicago 
during the World’s Columbian Exposition. 
Don Alonzo isalso entered in the Brooklyn 
Derby and the Carleton Stakes, offered by the 
Brooklyn Jockey Club; the Withers, Belmont, 
Fleetwood, Glen Island and Jerome Stakes, 
offered by the New York Jockey Club; 
the Realization, Tidal and Sea and 
sound Stakes, offered by the Money 


Isiand Jockey Club, and the Comparative, 
Lorillard, Stockton, Stevens and Omnibus 
Stakes, offered by the Monmouth Park Asso- 
ciation. On performances no horse has qual- 
ifications to dispute his title to the 38-year-old 
championship of 1893. His engagements are 
60 Valuable that should he succeed in win- 
ning only afew of them hisearnings will 
reach hundreds of thousands of dollars, Of 
course Don Alonzo will not win all of the rich 
stakes for which he is entered; he will not 
even start in many of them. 

Sir Francis, who brought $26,000, will, 
therefore, have a chance to win a large 
amount of money, as he is entered in the 
same stakes. However, many turfmen thipk 
that, compared with the price brought by 
Don Alonzo, his price was high, as Runyon, 
Ledgerwood and Young Arion are also entered 
in the same stakes, and will probably beat 
himinsomeof theraces.

STARVING INDIANS. 


Pitiable Condition of the Cheyennes and 
Arapahoe Remnuanta. 

WINFIELD, Kan., Nov. 16.—The condition of 
the Indians whocomprise the remnants of 
the Cheyennes and Arapahoes in Oklahoma 
is pitiable. When they were brought from 
the Northwest, two years ago, they were 
placed onthe iands which were opened up 
for settlement last spring. 

A treaty was made with the two nations by 
which they received $1,500,000 for their inter- 
estinthe reservation and i60 acres of land 
apiece. The Indians had the privilege of 
taking such landsas they chose. That they 
selected the best is a well-known fact. 

There are 2,000 Cheyenne and 1,200 Arapa- 
hoes in the Oklahoma country that was

The beef issue has been reduced one-half 
and the rations cut down one-half without 
explanation to the Indian and in violation of 
the treaty. The first payment was $75 each, 
and a portion of this was stolen by lawyers. 
They had received in July, 1891, $250,000, that 
being the first payment. The second pay- 
ment, six months ago, amounted to $187,500. 
That the second payment did not amount to 
as much as the first is explained by the 
statement that lawyers were employed to 
make out the necessary.gpapers in the. case of 
allotment for each Ind and euch Indian 
was taxed or hada certain amount deducted 
from what wascoming to him to pay the 
lawyers, and the sum total of the lawyers’ 
fees amounted to $67,500. 

With rations cut down, with interest money 
held back, with little or no ald offered by the 
Government inthe way of advice, with ac- 
cumulating disease, the Indians are in a 
most deplorable condition. 

The statement is made by thosein the em- 
ploy of the Government that the Government 
wasof the opinion thatthe Indians had re- 
ceived enough money to keep them from 
want,and that it was not good policy to issue 
rations for the reason that it kept the Indians 
from going to work.

PITTSBURG, Pa., Nov. 16.—A morning paper 
is responsible for the following: The start- 
ling discovery was made to-day that the sup- 
posed priceless jewels and sacred relics 
owned by the Rev. Fr. Mollinger, and which 
played such a prominent part in the miracul- 
ous cures performed by the priest, are bogus, 
According to J. J. Wright, who was Fr. Mol- 
linger’s house carpenter, the jewels are’ 
mostly pieces of glass and the al- 
leged golden altar in 8&t. Anthony’s 
Chapel is nothing but wood covered 
with cheap gilt. Mr. Wright said to-day: ‘*'I 
know everything In the chapel Detter than 
the furnishings in my own house, I Duilt the 
altars and put therelicsin position. Very 
little of the property is really valuable. The 
ornaments and the ater part of the relics 
are very cheap. The display of rare gems 
bas attracted comment from thousands of 
visitors, but there is not a really valuable 
stone in the whole building. They are 
mainly glass imitations colored to represent 
emeralds, amethysts and diamonds. Atone 
time | asked Fr. Mollinger why he did not 
exhibit real stones. Hesaid he was afraid 
robbers would steal them. One night the 
ehureh was broken intoanda gold chalice 
stolen. After this occurrence he was always 
afraid of church burglars. As merchaadise 
the collection of relics are valueless.’’
